IT HAS ORGANIZED ANARCHY 


Encyclical Issued to th* Clergy and 


Laity of France In Which the New 
Act' If Condemned Unreservedly. 
Ecclesiastical Property Not Aban- 
doned—Text of Letter. 


Paris, Jan. 12. — The pope's unre- 


served condemnation of the new sep- 
aration law, while it was expected, 
can only result in further embittering 
the contest between church and state, 
as the French bishops, who are about 
to assemble, must follow the orders of 
Rome, no irat'er what individual ideas 
may be held. The Temps considers 
the encyclical as proof that the Vati- 
can is determined to continae the war. 


In his cnc\chcal to the French 


the pontiff said h's chief object in ad- 
dressing th" faithful in France is to 
comfort 
them in their 
sufferings, 


which he fuels doe] ly. There Is, how- 
ever, great consolation m the fact that 
the Catholics 01 Fiance are 
united. 


The French goveinment'b declaration 
of war was not onlj against the Chris 
tian faith, but against all spintual 
ideas. The French Catholics must be 
prepared for all soi ts of trials, but 
they aie certain of final victory. This 
means the maintenance of their union 
with the holy see, which is o' the 
greatest importance, as shown b> thp 
efforts of the enemies cf (he church 
to dissolve this union 
Contiary to 


statements made on the subject, the 
church docs not desire a 
religious 


war, involving violent persecutions 
Being a messenger of peace and ca:ry- 
ing out her mission of loyalty, the 
church did not willingly expose her- 
self to war and persecutions, as she 
does not dcslie to sec her 
children 


Buffering. 


Regarding 'the'ecclesiastical 
prop- 


erties, the encyclical said the 
pope 


has not abondonod them 
The French 


government Imposed on the Catholics 
of France an organization which th<- 
church was absolutely unable to ac- 
cept without imperilling h?r existence 
as a divine institution. The church 
could not prevent the unjust spoliation 
in progress. As for the proposed cul- 
tural associations, they are contrary 
to the ecclesiastical hierarchy given to 
the church by the divine founder him- 
self, and the pope condemned them in 
spite of the material injuries involved 
at the hands of the government. 


"From the poiiit of view of religion 


the new law has organized anarchy. 
It Installs a regime of uncertainty and 
arbitrariness. There is uncertainty 
as to whether the church shall in the 
meanwhile be at the disposal of the 
clergy and faithful. 
In each parish 


the priest will be in the power of the 
municipality, with the 
consequent 


possibility of conflicts in all parts of 
the country. In addition, the clergy 
are irn€er the heaviest expenses whfe 
their revenues are subjected to strict- 
est limitations 
Tho new law aggra- 


vates the law separating church and 
state. We can only condemn it with 
precision and without ambiguity. Cer- 
tain articles throw new light upon the 
real aim of our enemies. They wish 
to destroy the church and dechr s 
tianize France without attracting too 
closely the attention of the people. If 
their course were really popular, aT 
they pretend, they would pursue it 
openly and take all the responsibility." 


Agreement on Morocco. 


Rome, Jan. 12.—It is semiofficially 


stated that the differences between 
France and Germany over the Moroc- 
can 
Question have 
been 
settled 


through the assistance of Vienna, St 
Petersburg and Rome, on the basis 


* that a Franco-Spanish demonstrat'on 
at Tangier shall be merely to induce 
the Moroccan foreign office to re-es- 
tablish order. The fleet will not be 
allowed to land men except with the 
consent of the diplomatic corps at 
Tangier, but the chief admiral will bo 
allowed to land them on his own re 
s possibility In ease there Is Imminent 
danger to Europeans.

Secretary-Treasurer Savage said of

le entrusted to members to deliver 
:o the men entitled to benefits not 
i trust was btraved. 
Some locals, 


lowcver, weie not so careful, and 
•Ulowed men not entitled to the funds 
to draw benefits, and in a few in- 
stances to even double up on their 
llpgal drawing.

Survivors of Mexican and Civil 
Wars 
Passes the Upper Branch. 


Private Pension Day In the House. 
Record Smashed. 


Washington, Jan. 12.—The 
first 


speech in United States senate in de- 
fense of the right of Reed Smoot to a 
seat was delivered by Senator Hop- 
kins of Illinois. He argued that sena- 
tors are not federal officers to the ex- 
tent that the senate can pass upon 
their qualifications and eligibility or 
Impeach them for high crimes or mis- 
demeanors. If a senator is to be pun- 
ished, it must be done by the state or 
federal courts. 
Referring to Mr. 


Smoot, he continued: 


"It Is conceded by the chairman of 


the committee on privileges and elec- 
tions that Senator Smoot possesses 
all qualifications spoken of In the con- 
stitution. 
It Is also conceded that 


Senator Smoot is not a polygamist; 
that he is in his personal relations as 
son, as husband, father and citizen, 
above reproach; that in all of the re- 
lations of citizenship he has lived a 
singularly pure and upright life. Why 
then should he be expelled from this 
body, disgraced and dishonored for 
life, a stigma placed upon his chil- 
dren, his own life wrecked and the 
happiness of his wife destroyed? He 
is a Christian gentleman and his relig- 
ious belief has taken him into the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints, commonly called the Mormon 
church." The speakersympathizedwith 
denunciation of polygamy made by 
Mr. Burrows in his recent speech. It 
was, he believed, a relic of a barbar- 
ous age and a destroyer of the Ideal 
home. "Never before in the history of 
the government," he declared, with 
great emphasis, "has the previous life 
or career of a senator been called in 
question to determine whether he 
should remain In the senate. If mem- 
bers of any Christian church were to 
be charged with all the crimes that 
have been committed in its name, 
where is the Christian gentleman in 
this body who would be safe in his 
seat?" 


An extended history of the Mormon 


church was given by Mr Hopkins, 
who concluded that the testimony 
taken before the senate committee 
demonstrated that it was undergoing 
a radical change for the better, and 
that Senator Smoot represented the 
higher and better Mormolsm. He de- 
nied that the protestants had made 
good in any of the charges against Mr. 
Smoot. He concluded with the dec- 
laration that he would be false to his 
oath as a senator If he voted to expel 
Mr. Smoot. 


Service Pension. 


Washington, Jan. 12.—After two 


hours' debate the senate passed Sena- 
tor McCumber's pension bill without 
division after am ^ding it at Senator 
Carmack's instance so as to make It 
apply to survivors of the Mexican war 
as well as those of the civil war, and 
so as to prohibit pension attorneys 
from securing pensions under the bill. 
The words in the bill "war of the re- 
bellion" were changed to "civil war." 
The bill grants a pension of $12 a 
month to survivors of the civil and 
Mexican wars who have reached the 
age of 62; $15 to those who are 70 
years of age and $20 to those who are 
75 or over. 


Seven Bills a Minute. 


Washington, Jan. 12.—All previous 


records of the house of representa- 
tives were broken when in an hour 
and thirty-five minutes 628 private 
pension bills were passed, including 
175 originating in the senate. .Witft 
Representative Capron of Rhode Isl- 
and In the chair, the house passed 
seven bills In a minute. The largest 
previous record made by the house for 
celerity In passing private pension 
bills was S2J5 In one day.

1 wi=h to say to the readers of 


voyr valuable paper, that Christian 
Science stands upon "ts record of un- 
paralleled achievement for the peace 
anc> happiness of mankind dur'ng the 
forty years of its practical applica- 
tion to the problems of human life, 
and not upon Us theological hair 
splitting nor its controvers' tes with 
other forms of belief 'n the work of 
God- 
The first tenet of the Chris- 


tian Science church declares the be- 
lief of the entire body of Christian 
Scientists when it makes tills an- 
nouncement: "As adherents of Truth,' 
we take the Inspired Word of the 
Bible as our suffic'ent guide to eternal 
life". 
The Bible being a "sufficient 


guide" (and presumably a perfectly 
safe one) the Christian So'<?ntist de- 
votes his attention to the Bible and 
to that alone, aided by his commen- 
tary, to which Mrs. Eddv, the dis- 
coverer of Christian Science has giv- 
en the name of Science and Health 
with Kcv to the Scrptures. 


When Christian Science was born 


to this generation of men forty vears 
ago, a patient, painworn woman op- 
ened her Bible as her only comfort- 
or, and as she turned on her pillow 
to read the story of the healing of 
the palsied man by Jesus, she saw 
the frst glimpse of a better, livelier 
knowladge of the meaning of Jesus' 
words: 
''Come unto me, and I W-ll 


give you rest". This lone woman, 
thrown by an accident upon a bed of 
pain and hopele&sness, was tht first 
to see and acknowledge the power 
of God over human life and material 
things. 
Jesus, born of a woman's 


spiritual perception of the power of 
God and crowned of God, after a 
life of opposition from the publicists 
and clcrsxy of h's day, has since be- 
«ime the 
rightfully acknowledged 


Saviour of the race of men:—the 
i^nnce of Peace. Somewhat like the 
reception recorded to our Master, 
somewhat like the persecut'ons and 
misrepresentations, and wilful refusal 
to accept his love-winged message, 
have been the efforts of some ac- 
credited ministers of the gospel to 
r ae up in their Ignorance of Chris- 
tian Seence to publicly condemn and 
privately discredit the teaching that 
the power of God is sufficient In this 
day and generation to remove sor- 


row,

A knowledge of certain po'<nts In 


theological education Is not essen- 
tial to true religion.

Academic teaching does not always 
make a Christian, nor does ''t prevent 
wide differences of opinion among 
the clergy. Because the brother does 
not AGREE with what he thinks he 
knows of Christian Science, no more 
Drives him a right to declare our re- 
Hjjous body to be unchristian, than 
has he a right to declare *hat no men 
in the world are saved except those 
•,vho share his personal opinion upon 
all points of theology-

t'ciilar Interpretations of Truth, and
